ORIGIN : 1975 Capital Works Budget - 
Engineering, Works & Building Department. 


COMMENTS : Tenders were opened for the alterations and addition to the 
Mavis Road Works Building by the Committee of Council on 
February 10, 1976. The low tender was in the amount of 
_ $595,000.00 which exceeded the amount budgeted for the work. 


After evaluation of the tenders by my department, it was 
decided to recall the tenders with certain modifications, 
namely, 

1) deletion of the second floor, 


2) open web steel joist construction as an alternative to 
precast concrete, 


3) wash-bay for vehicles deleted. 
The second tender call was received and opened by the Committee 


of Council on Tuesday, March 30, 1976 and the following is a 
summary of the tenders received:

After the adjustment for acceptable credits offered as 
part of the Form of Tender for the Stipulated Price 
Contract, West York Construction Limited and Bridgeview 
Construction A/O John Hamm Limited had identical net 
stipulated sum bids of $376,000.00. However, Bridgeview 
offered more favourable terms with respect to extras 
and/or credits to the contract which may result in cost 
savings to the City. In addition, Bridgeview estimates 
to complete the project in 17 weeks as opposed to 

32 weeks by West York. 


This will result in savings to the City for inspection 
and reduce the disruption to the service centre while 
construction is being carried out. 

I recommend, based on the above analysis of the tenders 
received, that the contract for the Alterations and 
Addition to Mavis Road Works Building, P.N.75-130, 

be awarded to Bridgeview Construction A/O John Hamm Ltd. 
at a net stipulated price bid of $376,000.00. 

A draft resolution to this effect is attached. 


Funds for this work are available in the 1975 Capital Budget.

The attached resolution is for your consideration. If 
passed it will provide a basis for the enforcing of a by-law estab- 
lishing standards of maintenance and occupancy of property through- 
out the City of Mississauga. 


By-law 611-74 referred to in the resolution, originated with 
the Township of Toronto and subsequently the Town of Mississauga. At 
the time of creation of the City of Mississauga, none of the other 
constituent municipalities had a Maintenance & Occupancy By-law in 

-“< effect. As a result, the existing Town of Mississauga by-law was 
more or less re-enacted with the intention of extending its juris- 
diction to the entire City. 


Unfortunately, the section of the Planning Act which authorizes 
such by-laws, requires as a condition precedent to their enactment 
that there be in effect, official plan provisions relating to property 
conditions or a policy statement to like effect. Neither of these 

conditions precedent have been properly fulfilledin relation to any 
of the other constituent parts of Mississauga. It is for this reason 
that the attached resolution is proposed: to give effect to the 
existing Maintenance & Occupancy By-law with respect to these areas 
within the City. 


I should point out that there are a number of aspects of the 
Maintenance & Occupancy By-law operation that should be improved as 
part of the whole Official Plan Review process currently under way. 
I have made my submissions to the Official Plan Task Force to ensure 
znat these improvements are made. However, in the meantime, the 
Sy-iaw Enforcement staff has an immediate need to enforce the present 
>y-law throughout the City. The resolution proposed is intended as an 
iorediate measure to satisfy the needs of the By-law Enforcement staff 
wnarse the review is proceedings.

It is our understanding that the relocation of the Black- 
smith Shop and the demolition of the house have been 
approved by Council as recommended by the Architectural 
Conservation Advisory Committee. However, we have been 
informed that as yet no site has been identified for the 
Blacksmith Shop and that it may be several months before 
a decision can be made. 


In the meantime, an article appeared in the press stating 
that the City had made a decision to sell the site and as 
a result of that article, the Hungry Lion Restaurant and 
Drive-In Limited (LaCastile Restaurant), the owners of the ) 
adjoining 2 pagent have submitted an offer.

The City desires to maintain the seniority it enjoys

6. The crossing is presently barricaded on the south 
side, and fenced with chain link fencing on the 
north side. On the north side is a steep embankment 
into a townhouse development. The crossing planks 
are not in place between the tracks, It would 
seem inconceivable that any road vehicles would use, 
Given Road as a crossing. 


7. Under Section 248 (2) and Section 370 (3) of the 
Railway Act the City may pass a by-law prohibiting 
the sounding of a whistle or ringing of a bell at 
any railway crossing. The by-law if approved by 
the Canadian Transport Commission would relieve the 
railway company of any penalty or liability caused 
by failure to sound a whistle or ring a bell.

The 
entire roadway allowance is occupied by 
mature trees, shrubs, open ditches and 
residential fences extending to the street 
limit. The existing asphaltic running 
surface is paralleled by narrow granular 
shoulders, prohibiting the installation of 
a walk adjacent to the road, without first 
enclosing the ditch. 


To locate a walk on the north side of Balsalm 
Avenue, a minimum property acquisition of 10 
feet would be required to facilitate the walk 


proposal. 


The north side of Balsalm Avenue was selected

The Official Tian Amendment 236 was approved in January 1972 for 
Highrise Apartments and Townhouses. In October 1973 a Rezoning 
By-iaw was approved in accordance with the Official Plan, and the 


— By-law 10958 was sent to the Ontario Municipal Board. On January 


2, 1974, the By-law was recalled from the Ontario Municipal Board 
by Council. After some difficulties in the early negotiations, 

the owners' eventually agreed to change to Townhouses from the 
Apartments. However, because of the possible delay in getting a 
rezoning and an Official Plan Amendment, a compromise was reached 
which complied with the Official Plan 236. The density was reduced 
by 4% and a new site plan was submitted in the RM7D4: Section 386 
Zoning By-law. The site was opened up, recreational facilities 
were placed on site, and the parking requirements were increased, 
with most of the parking being placed underground. 


The vcroperty has changed ownership. The new owner is willing to 
2onsider the original Townhouse approach, if in fact an amendment 
=o the Official Plan and the Rezoning to reflect this reduced den- 
sity can be achieved quickly. 


Since most of the negotiations occurred on the site plan, it should 
be possible to draft a By-law amending the Official Plan and Zoning 
to provide for Townhouses, rather than the Stack Townhouses presently 
on the site plan.

Members of my staff attended the 30th 
annual Conference of the Ontario Municipal Recreation 
Association at Niagara Falls. In the course of 
discussions with delegates a problem of significant 
magnitude came to our attention. It seems that with 
the advent of regional government a serious 
misunderstanding of the intent of the recreation 
clauses of the various Regional Acts has emerged. 


As we all know, recreation in Regions, 
the District of Muskoka and the restructured County 
of Oxford is a lower tier function. In most cases, 
the council of the area municipality is deemed to be 
a recreation committee. It is on this point that 
many area municipalities have misconstrued the intent 
of the legislation. The intent is to make local 
council the focus of all recreation decision-making 
in the locality. This does not mean that the 
traditional recreation groups, volunteers and committees 
are to be abolished. It only means that the final 
decision-making authority must rest with a duly 
elected and accountable body, namely council. Existing 
community recreation groups can and should continue 
to serve in an advisory, operational and administrative 
capacity. 


I am disturbed to learn that numerous 
area municipalities within restructured municipalities 
have ceased to use the services of these volunteer 
groups in an apparent misinterpretation of the 
legislation. They have thereby denied themselves the 
assistance of a dedicated, energetic and committed 
group of people.

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This letter then is an effort to inform 
municipalities of the prevailing misunderstanding in 
the hope that interested individuals and ups might 
fully participate with council in the delivery of 
recreation services throughout the Province. 


These remarks will, of course, apply 
differently to each area municipality depending on 
the situation in which a municipality t find 
itself. If the council of an area municipality has 
become the recreation committee and yet continued to 
use the services of the volunteer committees, then the 
intent of the various Acts has been understood and my 
remarks can be taken as a simple affirmation of the 
correctness of this course of action. If, however, 
council upon assuming the role of the recreation 
committee has ceased to use the services of all 
volunteer groups then I wish to assure these councils 
that they have the option of reinstating such volunteer 


groups.

SUMMARY OF ACTIVITIES AND FUTURE PROGRAMS OF 0.C.L.G. 


Purpose and Objectives of the Ontario Conference on Local Government 


The Ontario Conference on Local Government is a non-profit organization 
composed of several provincial bodies interested in encouraging more 
understanding of and participation in mmicipal affairs. 


Its purpose is three-fold: 


1. to interest citizens generally in local government by 
increasing their knowledge and understanding in this area, 


2. to provide knowledge to those who would serve on public 
bodies, either elected or appointed, 


3. to encourage citizen participation in local government. 


Basic Courses 


The main method OCLG has used to accomplish its objects and purpose is the 
provision of basic courses on ‘local government’ in communities across 
Ontario. OCLG registrants have represented all walks of live- housewives, 
municipal officials, salesmen, doctors, farmers, teachers, students and 
prospective municipal candidates. The operation of these courses is 
handled on a voluntary basis, by representatives of the member organizations 
listed on the letter. It is through their efforts and time, as well as 
those of our speakers, that enables the courses to be as successful as 

they have been. If your municipality, or any organizaticn in your municipa_ity, 
wishes to have a course conducted in your area, all that is necessary is to 
contact our office at Box 5476, Postal Station A, Toronto, Ontario or phone 
(416) 361-0926. Courses are presently being conducted at the University of 
Waterloo and the City of Burlington and many more are planned for this year. 
We will attempt to accommodate all requests for courses to the best of our 
ability. 


Advanced Course 


Because of a great number of requests for an advanced course, OCLG held its 
first advanced course in March of 1975. Because of adverse weather conditions 
and the mail strike, attendance was not as high as aaticipated, but all who 
attended felt that the course was worthwhile. It was based on a participation 
format, with the 'students' playing the role of members of a council of a 
medium-sized municipality. A formal agenda was presented to the participants 
upon registration and each one was alloted to a council. Decisions had to 

be made by these councils, sometimes on matters which were introduced on an 
emergency basis. At the end of the session, evaluators offered opinions on 
the conduct and efficiency of each council. 


ee ee eee ee 2 
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As a direct result of a recommendation coming from the first "Women in Local 
Government" project, which was completed in 1974, grants have been received 
from the Provincial and Federal Government to assist in the holding of a 
number of additional conferences in various centres across Ontario. Interest 
and attendance has been high in these conferences. The present status is 
that the course in Hamilton is being continued and will conclude on April 24th; 
other courses are scheduled for Peterborough, April 2nd and 3rd. and 

Thunder Bay, April 9th. to llth. 


The Teaching of Local Government in our Schools 


The Ontario Conference on Local Government felt that it was time the 
important subject of teaching local government in the secondary schools 

was given adequate attention. A study format was designed which incorporated 
three survey tools: 


(1) A student questionnaire in selected school districts around 
Ontario testing their knowledge of local government. 


(2) An opinion poll of community leaders in several districts 
asking the degree of importance which local government as 
a subject should have within the school system. 


(3) Briefs from a number of teachers, students, parents and 
other interested individuals. 


The findings of our research were rather conclusive. Students do not know 
very much about local government but particularly disturbing was the fact 
that grade 8 students knew as much as grade 13 students. A vast majorit; 
of our community leaders felt that not enough is being taught about local 
government, that much more should be taught, and the impact of such a 
charge would have many positive returns. The briefs seemed to reinforce 
the findings of our two questionnaires, as over and over again the training 
of teachers and the availability of resource materials were mentioned as 
the key ingredients to change. 


Our recommendations included several suggestions for developing an increased 
emphasis on the teaching of local government in the schools. However, the 
first and most important recommendation is that a series of seminars be 
held around the Province in order to call together teachers, government 
representatives, publishers; and others interested in this topic, to help 
design the terms of reference for reform. 


The first of these seminars was held in Sudbury, Ontario on February 19th. 
and 20th. and others are being planned.

Because of this heavily treed area of the site 
and the existing small ravine, the Planning 
Department has been discussing the development 
of the site with the owner, resulting in a
